aged by the Department of Agriculture. 
Between them these areas stretch along 
both sides of the state from top to bot- 
tom and cover most of the desert, They 
include every type of terrain a motor- 
cyclist could desire. 

Legally the public land belongs to 
everyone, Theoretically it is available 
to anyone for recreational purposes, and 
specific rights such as mineral, timber 
or grazing are often leased to specific 
people. A beautiful brochure printed by 
the Bureau of Land Management says 
“Come and explore the western public 
lands,..There’s room to roam here for 
everybody." However, in practice, the 
BLM was thinking about people, more or 
less singly and on foot, The impact of 
the motorcycle upon the public land and 
upon the BLM has not yet been defined.

bikes do. It would certainly even things 
out more regarding the number one G 
lightweight plate and it’s understandable ~~ 
that the 250cc class has been unhappy e 
over the present point system lately. ., 
There are so many tiddlers out now ona 2 
Sunday that the winner of the 100 class 
always gets more points than the 250, 
and it’s gotten to the point where some of 
the real point-happy boys are riding two 
classes whether they want to or not be- 
cause they can’t get a good shot at a 
single digit number by only riding the 
250 class, There are also some sugges- 
tions to increase the heavyweight classes 
again, 

Remember when the heavyweights 
were the thing to watch on a Sunday? We 
bow respectfully to the people who keep 
on saying, “So what, it's the 100cc class 
that's keeping the scrambles going, They 
bring in the most money.” But then we 
point out that it's the heavyweights who 
used to bring in the paying spectators 
and spectators also put bread in club 
treasuries. But we know this — we'dsure 
hate to see happen down here what has 
happened in Salinas, There, some scram- 
bles are limited to 200cc’s and over so 
if you don’t ride a full-size motorcycle 
you can’t always compete, Would some 
club in that area drop me a line c/o 
Cycle News on that, letting me know why 
the rule (too many 100's?), and also if 
this is only done at certain scrambles or 
all the time and do you separate scram- 
bles for the trail bikes? Our riders 
would be interested in finding out if it 
works because we've been threatening 
down here for a long time to go to the 
system of lightweights only or heavy- 
weights only, but we've not really taken 
the step yet.

SANTA ROSA, Cal., July 19 — Cycle rac- 
es held at County Fairs are shades of 
the Barney Oldfield barn-storming days 
of both auto and cycle racing. Itisa part 
of the American Way that offers thrills 
to the spectators and additional ‘‘one 
nighters" to the riders. On Tuesday 
evening, (yes, Tuesday!) District 36 
officials, with promoter Bob Barkhimer, 
presented an evening race at ‘‘the largest 
county fair in the state’’ at the Sonoma 
County Fairgrounds in Santa Rosa. The 
event was held in the horse arena on dirt, 
Not clay, but real honest dirt that pro- 
ceeded to pile up at such a rate that the 
track had to be drug between each race. 
This type of surface was new to most 
Novices and during the races most of 
them looked like NOVICES or, perhaps 
the Amateur-Experts' skill gave that 
illusion! The Novices furnished the 
thrills and the Amateurs and Experts 
provided the real racing. 

Ten riders in the Expert class signed 
in with twelve Amateurs joining them to 
comprise the combined Amateur-Expert 
events, Thirty-four Novice riders made 
up the remainder of the program. 

The track was a little less than a 
quarter-mile and Dan Haaby set fast 
qualifying time at 12.40, Jim Odom came 
in with a close second at 12.56. Butch 
Corder represented the lettered Experts 
and Amateur Bill Jamison made up the 
quick four for the Trophy Dash, After 
much track scraping and dragging, the 
Novices opened the show to a full grand- 
stand of fair-goers, Nick Theraux(104y) 
led the first group of rough riders, won 
and qualified for the Trophy Dash and 
Main Event. A false confidence was felt 
after this race that the riders would get 
by without mishaps. The second Novice 
heat changed all that, In the first lap, 
Jay Kanemoto some way gotoff andrider

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MEETS: Golden Staters Resign 
By Robert O, Fee 


The Golden State Motorcycle Club sub- 
mitted their resignation, Monday, July 1 
at the regular meeting of the Southern 
California Road Riders Committee. Earl 
Carmichael, the club's representative to 
the RRC, cited instructions from the 
club's reduced membership to submit 
the resignation if the RRC carried 
through with the motion to assess each 
member club $20.00 for the Pine Cone 
Rally expenses, 

The move surprised the body as Car- 
michael did not attempt to use the resig- 
nation or his instructions as a weapon to 
defeat the measure during the long and 
sometimes bitter discussion prior to the 
vote, The motion had been tabled at the 
June meeting so the representatives 
could consult with their club's members. 
At both meetings, RRC Referee Bill 
Miller sharply criticized the member 
clubs for not permitting their represen- 
tatives to speak for, or commit the 
club's membership to any action or as- 
sessment without running home for in- 
structions, 

In moving to bring the $20assessment 
back to the floor, Treasurer Ames stated 
that the purpose was to provide operating 
capital for the Pine Cone Rally. During 
the discussion, it was pointed out that 
Pine Cone has been sponsored in pre- 
vious years with as much or less than 
the $325 presently in the treasury by 
using “end of the month’’ billing pro- 
cedures. Chairman J.M. Jones admitted 
that the rally could be put on with the 
present treasury, but the, assessment 





was designed to stimulate the repre- 
sentatives to do some work, Ames agreed 
that the basic reason for theassessment 
was to make the RRC reps get involved, 

Under the terms of the motion, each 
club would be assessed $20.00, ten of 
which will be paid to the club IF two 
members of that club show up at the 
Pine Cone Rally and work the event, One 
representative later wondered aloud if 
the E- Board would later recommend that 
the RRC reverse themselves on the re- 
fund as they did on an earlier committ- 
ment to provide free entries to the ‘68 
Pine Cone for all those RRC reps who 
worked the *67 Pine Cone or *68 Spring 
Tour. The free entries were revoked on 
the reasoning that RRC reps should not 
have to be paid to worktheir own rallies, 

The assessment was carried on a roll 
call vote after two hand counts showed a 
draw of 9-9, The final vote showed 12 
for with 9 nays, with the Lucky Wheels 
casting 2 votes, one of which was that of 
the RRC Chairman, 

Miller of the Knights M,C, moved that 
the assessment be due and payable by 
July 15. The motion carried but did not 
specify a penalty for non-compliance, 
Decker from the Toppers M.C, solved 
that problem by moving that any non- 
payers not be eligible for a date on the 
*69 calendar, A heated discussion and 
wordy exchange between the Secretary 
and the Referee was cut off when some- 
one pointed out that tampering with the 
calendar meant changing the by-laws. It 
was automatically laid on the table until 
the August meeting. This, in effect, made 
the motion out of order as by the time 
action can be taken, the deadline for 
payment will have passed and the penalty 
will be **ex post facto" which makes the 
entire action illegal, The RRC has, how- 
ever, instituted “ex post facto” rules 
before. 

Miller attempted to forestall this by 
moving to extend the payment deadline to 
August, but the body voted that idea

The Nuggets sent a thank you for the 
aid the road riders offered when two of 
their group were injured on the High 
Sierra Rally. 

The motion to adjourn was tendered 
and passed at 10:30 p.m.
